QUEBEC (CP) —A Toronto economist Sunday ca lied for 
the eventual. establishment.in Canada of a sysiem of 
guaranteed incomes which would cost federal and provincial 
governments a total of as much as $2,000,000,000. 

Addressing a thinker’s conference of federal Liberals. 
Professor James Cutt of York University said the system 
would also require accompanying social security programs to 
cover risk of heavy expenses for poor families in medical, 
housing and other fields. 


» Establishment of a universal guaranteed income 
structure should ‘follow the abolition of nearly all existing 
federal and provincial ‘social assistance plans, including old 
age and other pensions, family welfare and the Canada 
Pension Plan. 

Prof, Nicholas Zay of Laval University, Quebec City, said 
existing systems should not be destroyed since the concept of 
guaranteed income could only be considered once particular 
needs, such as medicine, old age, welfare and others, were 
covered. 

Gilles Paquet, an economist professor at Carleton 
University, Ottawa, warned delegates. to be on guard against 
the “myth” of guaranteed incomes, saying such a system is

LOGGERS’ HOUSE-CLEANING HAS DEVASTAT ING SIDE-EFFECTS 


Slash Fires: They're Big, Hungry, Often Ugly _ 


By PETE LOUDON 

Smoky out? The sun's hang- 
ing red im ‘the sky like a 
Chinese lantern? 

It's okay — it’s just slash 
fires, just the logging industry 
doing its house-cleaning. 
“But why is it that there's 
more smoke in the air from 
these forest bonfires than we 
noticed a month ago when 
htige areas of merchantable 
timber were being devoured 


throughout B.C.? 
THEY'RE BIG 

The fact is that slash fires 
aren’t just little bonfires. 


They are huge conflagrations, 
each of them burning over 20 
to 40 acres — sometimes 8 
acres. a oan 

And there could 400 fo 500 of 
them going at one time in the 
Vaneouver Forest district 
alone. 

When you talk to forestry 


people who warn us about the 


| havoc wreaked on the land 


and the wildlife by forest 


fires, some of them sound 4 
bit embarrassed by the situa- 
tion. 

How many woods creatures 
die in slash fires? What does 
a Searing blaze do to the land 
where the conservationists 
plan new forests? How many 
slash fires jump their bounds 
‘and eat into prime timber?

NEW METHODS NEEDED 
SAYS UBC PLANT MAN 


A plant ecologist at University of British Columbia today 
called for legislation to curb slash fires by the logging in- 
dustry. 

Dr. V. J. Krajina of the botany department said the fires 
are damaging to our forest resources. They aro started too 
early in the fall and new burning methods are required. He 
was interviewed by phone. 

He said slash should be piled up in s damp section of 
the forest rather than burned as a blanket over many acres. 

The present method destroys humus, the vegetable mould 
which provides nitrogen, and delays new growth. It also 
fouls the air in tourist season and is a continual hazard to 
treed areas.

Flattened to dry in the sun 
by the extraction of the logs, 
Slashed limbs extend over 
vast areas and it's as danger- 
ous as dynamite. It must. be 
removed as soon as possible 
after fire season ends, If it is 
ignited in fire season when 
humidity is low, the fire takes 
off like a napalm bomb. 

Logging companies are re- 
quired to burn it as soon as 
possible. They must get a 


Sometimes they gamble a bit. 
If they burn before it's safe 
they pay all the costs of 
fighting the fire and the value 
of amy crown timber lost 
through the fire's spread. 


The permit stipulates how 
many men must be employed 
in a controlled slash fire and 
how many..men must be 
furnished if there's a break- 
away. If there's gross negli- 
gence more damages couki be 
assessed. 


SLOW PROGRESS 

Mr. Nelson didn't believe 
slash fires are too harmfu to 
wildlife. The fires are lit on 
the edges and progress of the 
flames is slow in the fall. As 
a rule.it's not a deep fire, 
although this year there's so 
much slash it will burn deeper 
into the humus, 

“The percentage of slash 
fires which get out of hand is 
very low,” he added, 

But the slash must bé 
burned. In the 308 they left it 
in the woods and a resultant 
fire destroyed the Campbell 
River area. Now if a company 
doesn't burn its slash it must 
pay the government $12 an 
acre.
